DETAILED ACTION 
Oath/Declaration 

1. The declaration filed on Aug. 29, 2003 is acceptable. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1-2 are objected to because of the following informalities: The phrase 
"(irrespective of the eyewear's style or design)" (claim 1, line 3) should be deleted; otherwise, 
what is irrespective of the eyewear's style or design? The applicant should choose a single term 
to describe the preamble. The preamble "A noseclip, nosebridge, or nosepiece" in claim 2 should 
read -A noseclip—, for example. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of apphcation for patent in the United States. 

4. Claim 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Marciano 
(2,036,591). 

The limitations in claims 1-2 are shown in Marciano's Fig.l, page 1, column 1 line 53 through 
column 2, line 55. Marciano discloses an article of eyewear that does not have any sidepieces, 
straps, or temple-pieces. 

Regarding claim 2, Marciano discloses a noseclip 30 that can hold an article of eyewear which 
does not have sidepieces, straps, or temple-pieces to the nose of a wearer of such an article of 
eyewear through the apphcation of pressure onto the left and right sides of the wearer's nose.
